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DECORATIONS GIVEN TWO PATIENTS 


POLASKI AND BUCK AWARDED 
BRONZE STAR MEDALS 


Honors in the form of Bronze Star medals and citations 
came to two U. S. Naval Hospital patients this past week 
with the presentations taking place on succeeding days. 


Chief Boatswain’s Mate Ray An- 
thony Polaski, Ward 46, was pre- 
sented with the medal by Rear Ad- 
miral W. L. Mann, Jr., 13th Naval 
District Medical Officer. 

The citation from Fleet Admiral 
Nimitz, USN, presented to Polaski 
with the Bronze Star set forth that 
he was receiving it: 

“For meritorious service as Chief 
Boatswain’s Mate of a U. S. Naval 
vessel while operating in Central 
and South Pacific waters from 12 
April, 1941, to 27 September, 1944. 

“By his initiative, perseverance 
and outstanding ability, he effi- 
ciently performed the tasks relating 
to rigging, repairing, loading and 
unloading through extended as- 
signments prior to and during as- 
sault operations. His conduct was 
in keeping with the highest tradi- 
tions of the Naval Service.” 

Pfc. Buck, 22-year-old McGrath, 
Minn., Marine, has been a patient 
here since November. A veteran of 
the Marshalls, Saipan and Tinian 
with the Fourth Division, he was 
wounded at Saipan and wears the 
Purple Heart, Unit Citation and 
Pacific theatre ribbons. 

The modest young Marine was 
totally surprised by the announce- 
ment that he was to receive the 
Bronze Medal award. 

His citation from Lt. Gen. H. M. 
Smith, U.S.M.C., read: 

"For heroic achievement in the 
prosecution of his duties as rifle- 
man during action against enemy 
forces on Saipan, Marianas Islands, 
from 5 July to 9 July, 1944. On 
several occasions. Private First 
Class Buck volunteered as a scout 
for his platoon while engaged in 
mopping up isolated pockets of 
enemy resistance behind the front 
lines. 

“On 9 July, he was a member of 
a squad assigned the task of clear- 
ing some enemy out of a cave in 
the vicinity of Marpi Point. As 
the squad approached the cave, the 
enemy threw several grenades and 



Private First Class Buck bravely 
exposed himself to the grenade 
shrapnel and fired upon the enemy 
to cover the movement of the 
others of his squad. 

“He was severely wounded at this 
time by shrapnel. His coolness 
under fire and gallant conduct 
throughout were in keeping with 
the highest traditions of the United 
States Naval Service.”

Medical Officer in Command 
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Decorative Gun Mounts Recall 
Story of Manila Bay Victory 



Many questions have been asked as to the history of 
the guns mounted on either side of the Administration 
building at the entrance to the hospital compound and few 
on the base have taken time to read their inscriptions. 

Appearing to be much the same^ 


type of cannon mounted in the pub- 
lic squares of many of our home 
towns, the local bit of decorative 
art has a deep significance to Naval 
history and their story ties up 
closely with the news being made 
by our Navy today. 

Both of the 8-inch 30 caliber guns 
were taken from the old U.S.S. Bos- 
ton, which under the command of 
Capt. Frank Wildes, USN, were part 
of Admiral Dewey’s fleet which 
made the attack on the Philippine 
Islands in 1898. 



The gun, port side of the adminis- 
tration building, is credited with fir- 
ing the first shot at the Battle of 
Manila Bay as Admiral Dewey’s 
squadron passed Corregidor Island, 
May 1, 1898. The starboard gun is 
credited at the Battle of Manila 
Bay, with dismounting three guns 
in the Spanish fort at Cavite on 
the same date. 

According to Spanish War history, 
when the war began our Pacific 
squadron was at Hong Kong under 
the command of Commodore George 
Dewey. Through the efforts of 
Theodore Roosevelt, assisted secre- 
tary of the Navy, the squadron was 
in excellent condition for offense 
and it was ordered to the Philip- 
pine Islands to capture or destroy 
the Spanish fleet. Three days later 
Dewey set out with the Olympia, 
his flagship, the Baltimore, Raleigh 
and Boston, armed cruisers of from 
5,800 to 3,000 tons; the gunboats 
Concord and Petrel, the revenue 
cutter McCulloch, a collier, and 
a supply ship. 


During the night of the 30th he 
reached the entrance of Manila Bay 
and had sailed past the outer de- 
fenses before he was discovered. At 
dawn he drew up before Cavite, a 
strongly fortified place, and opened 
fire, reducing the defenses by noon 
and receiving the surrender. With 
the loss of only one American life, 
he had secured a position dominat- 
ing the city and taken the Spanish 
fleet, a flotilla of ten warships. 
Dewey was made a rear admiral 
and later an admiral as a reward 
for his gallantry. 

The guns were located at the 
Bremerton Navy Yard and secured 
from there by the first commanding 
officer of the hospital, Capt. Mur- 
dock, and soon after the commis- 
sioning of this hospital were 
mounted in their present position.

Marie Pound, NNC, USNR, who has 
arrived here from similar service at 
the Naval hospital in Oakland, 
Calif. Assisting Lt. (jg) Pound is 
Lt. (jg) Mildred MacLay, NC, 
I USNR, who came aboard from the 
Naval Hospital, Brooklyn, N. Y.
